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Doctors protest over ‘casual’ Ebola screening

D octors yesterday criticised 
Ebola screening at the 
country’s entry points, 
describing it as “casual”. 

The Kenya Medical Association 
demanded that screening measures 



be tightened at the Jomo Kenyatta 
International Airport and all border 
points to ensure that the deadly 
Ebola virus does not gain entry 
into the country. 

The medics’ response came as 
Kenya Airways announced it will 
continue flights into Ebola-hit 
countries in West Africa, on the 



advice of the government and 
international agencies. 

President Uhuru Kenyatta sup- 
ported KQ’s position and ordered 
Kenyan doctors to be sent to West 
Africa to take part in the screening 
of passengers before boarding. 

On Wednesday, the WHO said 
Kenya was at a heightened risk of 



transmission because it handles 
more than 70 flights from West 
Africa every week. Ebola was taken 
to Nigeria by one air passenger on 
July 25. So far Nigeria has reported 
three deaths and more than 10 in- 
fections in Lagos, a bustling city

New Bill seeks to give 
squatters public land

M ost government land could 
end up in the hands of 
squatters if a new law is 

passed. 

The National Land Commis- 
sion plans to use the Community 
Lands Bill, now before Parliament, 
to convert all land in the hands of 
the government at the Coast to com- 
munity land. 

This, the commission hopes, will 
make it easier for locals to gain access 
to that land. 

Commissioner Clement Lenachuru 
thinks the squatter problem is due 
to an agreement between the British 
and the Mazrui family, which classi- 
fied most of the land at the Coast as 
public land, putting it in the hands of 
the government. 

The agreement, he argued yester- 
day, rendered Coast people squatters 
on their own land. “Land matters in 
the Coast region are complicated be- 
cause the whole land was considered 
to be public land through the Mazrui 
agreement with the British govern- 
ment, so everybody in the region was 
considered a squatter,” he said. 

Mr Lenachuru was speaking in 
Hola Town after the launch of a 
stakeholders’ forum on responsible 
land and natural resource governance 
in communal lands of Kenya. 

Land is a key problem at the Coast, 
with the recent spate of killings in 
Mpeketoni in Lamu County and Tana 
River seen as linked to it. 

The government recently revealed 
that 22 companies were allocated 



500,000 acres in the Lapsset corridor. 
President Kenyatta directed the Min- 
istry of Lands and the National Land 
Commission to revoke the title deeds, 
sparking a war between the Jubilee 
administration and Cord Coalition, 
which came out to defend former 
Lands minister James Orengo. 

Yesterday, Mr Lenachuru said the 
Bill would help to give public land 
back to the communities to resolve 
the squatter problem and help restore 
peace and security in the region. 

He said the proposed Community 
Land Bill stated that public land 
could be converted to community land 
either by allocation by the commis- 
sion or by legislation of the national 
government. 

Fresh survey 

“That is why we have started a 
systematic way of converting pub- 
lic land into communal holding to 
restore it to the communities; we 
shall undertake adjudication, survey 
it and then allocate it to individuals 
or communities,” he said. 

The Bill seeks to establish a legisla- 
tive framework and procedures which 
will recognise, protect and register 
community land rights. 

“The Bill aims to establish pro- 
cedures for vesting in and holding 
of community land on the basis of 
ethnicity, culture or similar interests,” 
it states . 

The Bill further says that unregis- 
tered community land will be held in 
trust by county governments. 

The announcement by the National 
Land Commission came ahead of a 
meeting called by Tana River Gov- 
ernor Hussein Dado on August 24. 




Local leaders had stopped land 
surveyors sent by Lands Cabinet Sec- 
retary Charity Ngilu from demarcating 
land to allow for consultations. 

Mrs Ngilu will meet the leaders to 
start the surveying and mapping of 
land in the region and then issue title 
deeds in October. 

Mr Dado said locals would lay claim 
to a number of ranches, including 
those owned by the Tana River De- 
velopment Authority.

Uhuru and Ruto to 
tour Coast region

President Uhuru Kenyatta 
and Deputy President William 
Ruto are expected at the Coast 
this weekend. 

President Kenyatta (right) 
will host winners in the just- 
concluded Kenya National 
Schools Music Festival at State 
House, Mombasa County and 
later open a conference hall 
at Kaskaz Beach Resort in 
the South Coast. 

It will be Mr Kenyatta’s first 
visit at the Coast since he nul- 
lified title deeds of 500,000 
acres in Lamu. 

The Deputy President is 
expected to make a whirlwind 
tour of the region on Saturday 
and Sunday where he will pre- 
side over harambees for women 
in Malindi, Kilifi County, and 
tour development projects. 

Mr Ruto’s visit will focus 
mainly on Malindi and some 
areas in Tana River County 
where Lands Cabinet Secretary 
Charity Ngilu is expected to be 
next week for a meeting with 




leaders over land matters. 

On Saturday morning, Mr 
Ruto will commission the 
Kadzandani water project, lay 
a foundation stone for a dor- 
mitory at Majenjeni Secondary 
School before travelling to Ma- 
lindi where he will inspect the 
airport which is earmarked for 
expansion. 

He will also attend a thanks- 
giving rally at Alaskan Grounds 
and then preside over a hara- 
mbee. 

It will be his second haram- 
bee for women in Kilifi County 
after another last month which 
he also presided over.

Intelligence chief has 
come under pressure 
owing to a series of 
unexplained terror 
attacks since last year 

T hough no clear reason was 
given for the sudden res- 
ignation of Major-General 
Michael Gichangi as Director-General 
of the National Intelligence Service, 
it has been apparent for some time 
that Kenya’s top spy was under pres- 
sure. 

The security challenges that the 
country has faced over the past 
year with the upsurge in terrorism 
— notably the Westgate Mall attack 
in Nairobi last September and a series 
of bombings and grenade attacks in 
Nairobi and Mombasa — and still un- 
explained outbreaks of violence such 
as the killings in Lamu have raised 
public questions on the intelligence 
service’s effectiveness. 

The security situation has brought 
to the public eye unprecedented 
squabbles between the security 
services. 

The Westgate attack that killed 
some 70 people nearly a year ago 
after a four-day siege sparked a pub- 
lic blame game and turf wars between 
Gen Gichangi’s National Intelligence 
Service, the Kenya Defence Forces 
commanded by the increasingly in- 
fluential Gen Julius Karangi, and the 
National Police Service led by Inspec- 
tor-General David Kimaiyo. 

With questions being asked in Par- 
liament and elsewhere about glaring 
security failures, the usually secretive 
spy service took the unusual step of 
letting it be publicly known that it had 
given advance intelligence informa- 
tion to the police on the likelihood of 
an impending attack, but the advice 
was ignored. 

A similar scenario was repeated 
following the Lamu killings when 
information was again let out that 
intelligence advisories ahead of the 
attacks were not acted on. 

In the meantime, Gen Karangi, the 
military commander, seems to have 
supplanted the intelligence chief as 
President Uhuru Kenyatta’s most 
trusted security advisor. 



In the statement announcing Gen 
Gichangi’s resignation, President Ken- 
yatta praised the intelligence chief for

his commitment, dedication, profes- 
sionalism and distinguished service, 
but cited only unspecified “personal 
grounds” as reason for the surprise 
resignation. 

That it was announced as resigna- 
tion rather than retirement might 
probably be a clear sign that Gen 
Gichangi, who enjoys security of 
tenure, vacated office prematurely 
in circumstances that beg closer 
scrutiny. 

As chief of the National Intelligence 



Service, the former Kenya Airforce 
fighter pilot who previously served in 
military intelligence and as head of 
the then National Counter-terrorism 
Centre, has had to withstand some 
political pressure since the Jubilee 
coalition government of President 
Kenyatta and Deputy President 
William Ruto came to office in April 
last year. 

From early on, Mr Ruto’s key 
supporters in the URP wing of 
the ruling coalition led by Kericho 
Senator Charles Keter launched a 
loud campaign against the intelli- 
gence chief and other key security 
figures inherited from President Mwai 
Kibaki’s regime. The cause was later 
taken up by rebellious Nandi Hills MP 
Alfred Keter. 

Their grouse was that Gen Gichangi, 
together with figures such as National 
Security PS Mutea Iringo (who now 



moves to the ministry of Defence), 
Secretary to the Cabinet Francis 
Kimemia and State House advisor 
Nancy Gitau had in 2008 submitted 
evidence to the International Crimi- 
nal Court that was used to indict Mr 
Ruto in the crimes against humanity 
charges arising out of the post-elec- 
tion violence. 

The Uhuru-Ruto machinery also 
had further reason to discredit Gen 
Gichangi. They believed that he was 
one of the key authors of the pre-elec- 
tion manoeuvres that sought to edge 
Mr Kenyatta out of the Kibaki succes- 
sion race on account of the ICC cases 
and prop up former Vice-President 
Musalia Mudavadi in his stead. 

The move came unstuck when Mr 
Kenyatta, after initially appearing to 
give way to Mr Mudavadi, recanted 
his decision and stepped spectacularly 
back into the campaign. 



A voter has moved to court to 
challenge the election of Mr Mo- 
ses Kuria as the Gatundu South 
MP.

Ebola was taken to Nigeria by 
one air passenger on July 25.

Yesterday, the President sought 
to widen the scope of Ebola 
surveillance by reaching out to 
Uganda, Ethiopia and Rwanda 
to work together to stop the 
spread of the lethal killer which 
has claimed the lives of more than 
1,000 people in Sierra Leone, 
Guinea, Liberal and Nigeria. 

Guinea has declared Eobla an 
emergency as more flights to the 
region were cancelled in the face 
of the panic caused by the incur- 
able disease. 

Yesterday KMA chairman, Dr 
Elly Opot complained that the 
ongoing screening measures 
at Jomo Kenyatta International 
Airport have remained “casual” 
and there is need to have tighter 
measures. 

“It is a matter of great concern 
that the World Health Organisa- 
tion (WHO) has just classified 
Kenya as a high risk transmis- 
sion zone given the casualness 
at JKIA and other ports of entry. 
Preventive measures will be key,” 
Dr Opot said. 

Dr Opot — who was with vice- 
chairperson, Dr Elizabeth Wala 
and Nairobi Division chairman, 
Dr Abdi Mohamed — empha- 
sised the need for improved 



public awareness and greater 
investment in protective gear 
for health workers. 

“We want to question if the 30 
isolation beds set up at Kenyatta 
National Hospital are really 
enough. That and the 10 o health 
workers who have been trained 
on Ebola in a country of this size, 
for sure that is not enough,” he 
added. 

Meanwhile, Public Health So- 
ciety of Kenya (PHSK) chairman, 
Dr Peter Cherutich, also urged 
the Government to intensify 
screening at appropriate ports 
of entry. 

He called for a public informa- 
tion campaign telling Kenyans 
about the symptoms of Ebola 
and how to prevent infection. 

“This would avoid the miscon- 
ceptions and myths circulating in 
various social media at the mo- 
ment,” he explained, adding that 
WHO should speed up access to 
the experimental drugs for African 
countries.

The WHO yesterday issued a 
statement clarifinying that Kenya 
was not among Ebola affected 
countries as had been portrayed 
by sections of the media. The 
Daily Nation, however, was correct 
in its reflection of the statement 
which said Kenya and other Af- 
rican countries were in category 
two which means they are a high 
risk area of transmission. 

At JKIA, Health Cabinet 
Secretary James Macharia said 
two medical specialists will 
this morning be sent to Liberia 
and Freetown in West Africa to 
gather more facts on the disease. 
“We have to be sure by having 
facts from the source. We are 
sending those two doctors there 
for additional reassurance that 
we can actually rely on informa- 
tion coming from that place,” he 
said. 



The government, he added, 
had formed a crisis manage- 
ment committee to handle 
complaints and challenges 
of screening passengers. 
The 12-member team is led by 
Kenya Airports Authority chief 
Lucy Mbugua and includes 
members from Kenya Airways, 
Ministry of Health, Immigration 
department and the Interior 
Ministry. 

The announcement by Mr 
Macharia followed pressure 
from medics, politicians and 
the general public over the way 
the government was handling 
measure to prevent Ebola from 
reaching the country. The airline’s 
chief executive Titus Naikuni 
told reporters that KQ would not 
suspend flights because inter- 
national organisations and the 
government had said it was safe 



to fly to the Ebola-hit countries. 
“In view of the advice, the man- 
agement of Kenya Airways does 
not see a major risk that warrants 
stopping operations. 

This means we will continue 
with our flights while reviewing the 
position on a daily basis,” he said. 
Responding to concerns as to 
whether KQ was focusing on its 
own financial health at the ex- 
pense of the safety of the whole 
country, Mr Naikuni agreed that 
the revenue the airline gets from 
its 44 weekly flights to West 
Africa was significant but added 
that it could not make up for a 
quarter of the earnings from its 
entire fleet. 

“Kenya Airways is a responsible 
corporate citizen. We will not in 
anyway put this country to dan- 
ger either by our operations or 
through collusion.” he said.

Guinea declares Ebola emergency 



Hard-hit West African 
nations await shipments 
of experimental vaccine 
recommended by WHO 
to contain infections

G uinea declared a “health emer- 
gency” on Wednesday due to 
an Ebola outbreak that has 
killed 377 people in the nation . 

This came amid cancellation of 
more flights from hard-hit west Af- 
rican countries as the region awaited 
shipments of experimental vaccine. 

Guinean President Alpha Conde 
announced a series of measures 
including strict controls at border 
points, travel restrictions and a ban 
on transportation of bodies from one 
town to another until the epidemic 
was contained. 

In addition, all suspected victims 
will automatically be hospitalised 
until they are cleared of infection, 
Mr Conde said. 

As the region scrambled to halt 
the spread of the virus, Gambia 
suspended all flights from Guinea, 
Liberia and Sierra Leone, according 
to a transport ministry document 
obtained by AFP Wednesday.

four decades ago climbed to 1,069 
Wednesday, according to the World 
Health Organisation which said 56 
people had died in two days. Nearly 

2.000 have now been infected. 
Canada’s Health Minister Rona 

Ambrose said between 800 to 1,000 
doses of a vaccine called VSV-EBOV, 
which has shown promise in animal 
research but never been tested on hu- 
mans, would be distributed through 
the WHO. 

Positive early results 

Hard-hit nations were also anx- 
iously awaiting a consignment of up to 

1.000 doses of the barely- tested drug 
ZMapp from the US, which has raised 
hopes of saving hundreds infected 



with the disease. The virus has hit 
doctors hard in the ill-equipped and 
fragile health systems of the worst- 
affected nations of Guinea, Liberia 
and Sierra Leone. 

Liberia is trying to save the lives 
of two infected doctors and is hop- 
ing that the ZMapp serum, which has 
shown positive early results, arrives 
in time. 

Sierra Leone’s health ministry 
spokesman Sidi Yahya Tunis told 
AFP the country had officially re- 
quested a shipment of the drug as 
the nation lost its second top doctor 
to the virus. 

The death of Dr Modupeh Cole, a 
senior physician in the capital Free- 
town, came just two weeks after the 



country’s only virologist and leading 
Ebola expert, Umar Khan, died of the 
tropical disease. 

There is currently no available cure 
or vaccine for Ebola, which the WHO 
has declared a global public health 
emergency, and the use of experimen- 
tal drugs has stoked a fierce debate. 

The WHO has declared it is ethi- 
cal to try largely untested treatments 
“in the special circumstances of this 
Ebola outbreak”. 

In Nigeria three people have died 
in the megacity of Lagos. A nurse 
who contracted the virus at a hospital 
there broke a quarantine order and 
travelled to the eastern part of the 
country, raising fears of new infec- 
tions outside the city. (AFP)

Canadian 
firm offers 
new drug 

MONTREAL, Thursday 

Canadian laboratory Tekmira is 
in contact with the World Health 
Organisation and government 
agencies over the possible use 
of its experimental Ebola drug 
in West Africa, the company said 
yesterday. 

The epidemic has claimed more 
than 1,000 lives, mainly in Sierra 
Leone, Liberia and Guinea, but 
has no proven cure or vaccine, 
prompting authorities to consider 
experimental options to stem the 
outbreak. 

Tekmira has been in touch with 
regulatory authorities to evaluate 
“options for use of our investiga- 
tional drug within accepted clinical 
and regulatory protocols,” the com- 
pany said in a statement. 

To that end, Tekmira is hold- 
ing “discussions with government 
agencies and NGOs, including the 
WHO, in various countries on 
the potential use of TKM-Ebola 
to treat Ebola virus infected in- 
dividuals.” 

The Canadian company de- 
veloped TKM-Ebola under a 
$140 million contract with the 
US Defence Department. The 
laboratory is currently conduct- 
ing phase-one clinical trials on 
non-infected people. 

Tests on monkeys have shown 
the drug provided 100 per cent 
protection from an otherwise le- 
thal dose of Ebola, the company 
said. (AFP) 



Kenya Airways

Kenya Airways was told 
by MPs yesterday to imme- 
diately suspends its flights 
to West African countries 
affected by Ebola. 

MPs speaking in the 
House yesterday accused 
the government and Kenya 
Airways of treating the 
threat to the country casu- 
ally and exposing citizens 
to a dangerous virus. 

The committee on Trans- 
port, Housing and Public 
Works revealed that it has 
summoned the airline’s 
management to appear 
before it on Monday for 
questioning in relation to 
the Ebola threat. 

“We want to know what 
steps they have taken,” Vice 
Chairperson Mahamud 
Maalim said. 




Chairpersons of House 
committees on Health, Ad- 
ministration and National 
Security, Defence and For- 
eign Relations and Budget 
and Appropriations spoke 
in one voice, demanding 
that the airline stop flying 
to the Ebola-hit areas. 

“Kenya Airways should 
stop exposing our people 
to a virus that is difficult to 
deal with,” the chairman of 
the Budget and Appropria- 
tions Committee Mutava 
Musyimi (below) said. 

The matter was raised 
in the House by Aldai 
MP Cornelly Serem who 
demanded that the gov- 
ernment tells Kenyans the 
safety measures that it has 
put in place. 

He questioned the state of 
preparedness of the country 
in case of an outbreak and 
why the ariline was still fly- 
ing to West Africa. 

The matter generated 
great interest, prompting 
the Deputy Speaker Dr Joyce 
Laboso to allow the MPs to 
discuss the matter. 

The chairman of the 
Administration and Na- 
tional Security committee 
Asman Kamama said it was 
a matter of national security. 
“Ebola is lethal and can cause 
extensive damage. We want 
Kenya Airways to stop flying 
to Gabon, Sierra Leone and 
Liberia,” a said.

T he Okoa Kenya campaign 
for a referendum went a 
notch higher after its team 
of experts agreed with the electoral 
commission on the procedures to- 
wards a poll and the issues which 
will be put to the people. 

Cord leader Raila Odinga said 
yesterday that the team led by 
lawyer Paul Mwangi was prepar- 
ing the issues which would be 
published in a form that will be 
used to collect at least one mil- 
lion signatures required to trigger 
a referendum to be conducted by 
the Independnent Electoral and 
Boundaries Commission. 

Mr Odinga said booklets outlin- 
ing the issues would be circulated 
nationally for voters to sign a pe- 
tition in favour of the proposed 
referendum, being called to save 
Kenya “failures of the Jubilee ad- 
ministration”. 

“We have met the require- 
ment by the IEBC in as far as 
compliance with the referendum 
procedures are concerned. Our 
team of experts discussed with 
the IEBC yesterday (Wednesday) 
and agreed on the issues which

we will take to the public when 
collecting signatures,” the former 
Prime Minister told Nation in a 
telephone interview. 

The Nation also learnt that 
the referendum secretariat had 
added a new proposal to separate 
presidential elections from par- 
liamentary elections. The issues 
listed earlier were protecting devo- 
lution, disbanding of the the IEBC, 
inclusivity and equality in public 
service appointments, land reform, 
corruption, and insecurity. 

“They are now putting those 
issues into forms which will 
be signed by the people. The 
requirement is that the people 
have to know exactly the issues 
that are at stake when signing,” 
Mr Odinga said. 

Distributing booklets 

The Opposition leader was 
speaking a day after the refer- 
endum campaign brought on 
board fellow 2013 presidential 
candidates Martha Karua and 
Peter Kenneth, former Ethics and 
Governance Permanent Secretary 
John Githongo and renowned pale- 
ontotogist and conservationist 
Richard Leakey. 

“Next week, we will be distribut- 
ing the booklets throughout the 
country; in counties, constituen- 
cies and wards in readiness for the 
referendum. We are unstoppable,” 
he said. 

The Okoa Kenya strategists are 



considering proposals that could 
see the cumbersome six-in-one 
General Election format broken 
into two, with Presidential, Gover- 
nor and Ward elections held before 
the Parliamentary polls. 

The proposals could shift the 
2017 election calendar to create 
room for two separate polls. 

Suna East MP Junet Mohammed, 
who is part of the team working 
on the issues to be included in the 
draft Bill being processed by the 
Okoa Kenya Movement’s commit- 
tee of experts, confirmed that he 
was the author of the proposal 
to separate the presidential and 



parliamentary elections. 

“The issue of holding six elec- 
tions in one day is a major concern. 
It caused confusion and we in Cord 
have decided to review it,” Mr Mo- 
hammed said. 

Separate election 

In the last elections, Kenyans 
elected the President, goven- 
ors, senators, members of the 
National Assembly, including 
Women Representatives, and 
Members of County Assemblies 
all in one poll. 

If the proposal is adopted, the 
President, governors and MCAs 



will be elected on one day, while 
senators and MPs will be elected 
on a separate election. 

Yesterday, the referendum cam- 
paign committee of experts was 
held up in a day-long meeting 
to design national and regional 
structures that will coordinate 
its operations. 

“We will give details of the sig- 
nature collection exercise in a day 
or two,” Mr Mwangi said. 

President Kenyatta and his dep- 
uty William Ruto have dismissed 
the call for a referendum and urged 
the opposition to give them time 
to deliver on their pledges.

Vote a secondary 
issue, says Duale

National Assembly Ma- 
jority Leader Aden Duale 
has dismissed the call for 
a referendum by the Oppo- 
sition, saying it was against 
the interest of Kenyans. 

Mr Duale said the govern- 
ment was focusing on its 
“social contract” with the 
electorate. 

He said the referendum 
push was a secondary issue 
and told Cord to instead 
focus on service delivery 
to Kenyans. 

“As a coalition, we have a 
social contract, which is the 
manifesto. A referendum is 
a secondary issue to us,” he 
said. 

The legislator was ad- 
dressing lawyers during 
the annual Law Society 
of Kenya conference at 
Leisure Lodge Resort in 
Kwale County. 

“Each stakeholder has a 
pertinent question, and as 
we approach this issue of 
a referendum, we need to 
think critically and decide 
whether we need it now 
or later,” he said. 

At the same time, Mr 
Duale also stated that 
there was no conflict 
between the three 
arms 



of government as perceived 
by members of the public. 

This was in line with 
the theme of the lawyers’ 
conference — “Spirit of the 
law: Constitutional tension 
between the three arms of 
government.” 

LSK chairman Eric 
Mutua said the society had 
not taken any position on 
the issue. 

President Kenyatta has 
also opposed a referendum. 
His government took power 
less than two years ago. 

The President said in the 
US last week that the Op- 
position push for a vote was 
a call to waste public funds 
on an unnecessary issue. 

Mr Kenyatta said the 
implementation of some 
issues that the Opposition 
wanted amended in the 
Constitution began after 
his government came to 
power. 




Hunt on for 
next election 
agency boss

The Independent Electoral and 
Boundaries Commission yesterday 
announced it had begun looking 
for a replacement of suspended 
CEO James Oswago. 

The IEBC said Mr Oswago 
was free to apply for the position 
notwithstanding the corruption 
charges facing him. 

“The recruitment of the Com- 
mission Secretary/CEO position 
has nothing to do with the fact 
that Mr Oswago and other senior 
officials are facing court charges. 
Indeed, Mr Oswago is eligible to 
reapply for the position,” said the 
polls agency’s Communications 
and Corporate Affairs manager, 
Tabitha Mutemi in a statement. 

The charges facing Mr Oswago 
relate to the procurement of poll 
kits valued at Shi. 3 billion. 

The search for the new CEO 
comes at a time the IEBC is fac- 
ing serious integrity questions 
with the Coalition for Reforms 
and Democracy (Cord) calling 
for its disbandment. 

Matters were made worse re- 
cently when a special audit by 
the Auditor- General found both 
Mr Oswago and IEBC chairman 
Isaack Hassan culpable in the 
procurement of biometric voter 
registration kits. 

The commission is also choking 
under the weight of a SI14.6 billion 
debt owed to providers of equip- 
ment and services relating to the 
2013 general elections.

Retired teachers set 
to be paid Sh 42 bn 



Lengoiboni moves 
to court to evade jail 
and tells judge he is 
processing payments

R etired teachers will be 
paid SI142.3 billion after 
their employer agreed 
to settle the debt yesterday. 

Teachers Service Com- 
mission secretary Gabriel 
Lengoiboni told the High 
Court in Nakuru that consulta- 
tions between the commission 
and the Treasury were going 
on to release the funds. 

Mr Lengoiboni had moved 
to court to have a six-month 
civil jail threat imposed on him 
lifted following the commis- 
sion’s failure to pay. 

Lady Justice Hellen Omondi, 
however, dismissed a plea for 
a stay of the civil jail threat 
come August 16, saying it was 
necessary to force commission 
to pay the suffering teachers. 

“To make the commission 
pay the ex-teachers who sued 



it in 2006, claiming unpaid 
lump sum salary increments 
and accrued pension from July 
1997, the court dismisses the 
application,” Justice Omondi 
ruled. 

The judge accused commis- 
sion of Teet-dragging’ in the 
matter despite a 2006 High 
Court judgement that ruled in 
favour of the retirees. 

16 

Deadline date this month 
which Justice Emukule set for 
the Teachers Service Commis- 
sion to pay the dues or have 
Mr Lengoiboni sent to jail for 
contempt of court. 

Mr Lengoiboni, through his 
lawyer Alfred Stima, sought an 
extension of time to respond to 
the teachers’ plea to have their 
salary arrears and pensions re- 
viewed upwards according to 
the 1997 teachers-government 
negotiations. 

The civil jail order was 
imposed on May 16, by High 
Court Judge Anyara Emukule 
who gave Mr Lengoiboni a 90 



grace period to pay up or be 
sent to prison to serve a six- 
month sentence for contempt 
of court. 

The initial sum was SI13.4 
billion, which is part of the un- 
paid pension for thousands of 
retired teachers budgeted for 
in the 2011/2012 financial year 
but this has risen to SI142.3 
billion due to interest accruing 
at current court rates. 

Justice Emukule’s order 
requires that the Inspec- 
tor-General of Police David 
Kimaiyo to arrest and send 
Mr Lengoiboni to Kamiti 
Maximum Prison if he fails to 
release the money by Saturday 
this week. 

With the grace period ex- 
piring on Saturday August 
16 next week, Mr Lengoiboni 
filed documents in court, 
stating he has been holding 
meetings with the Treasury, 
the Controller of Budget, 
the Auditor- General and the 
Parliamentary Committee 
on Education to resolve the 
issue. 

Documents were presented 
in court showing consultations 
on ways of paying the retired 
teachers.

Mandera ‘has no tarmac road’ 



Report 
shows 
most paved 
roads are 
within the 
city and 
Kiambu 
County

C ounties in northern Kenya 
have the lowest coverage 
of tarmacked roads while 
Nairobi and central Kenya take 
the lion’s share of the 13,655.5km 
network countrywide. 

A ministerial statement re- 
leased in Parliament in response 
to Narok South MP Korei ole 
Lemein regarding development 
and roads infrastructure in the 
country showed that Mandera 
County does not have even a 
single kilometre of tarmack. 

The statement was presented 
by the House departmental 
committee on Transport, Public 
Works and Housing and shows 
that Nairobi County has 1,654.2 
kilometres of paved roads. 

Kiambu County is second with 
906.3km followed by Nakuru 
(847.8km). Marsabit County has 
only 2km of tarmacked roads. 

No stalled projects 

Mr Lemein had asked how 
many kilometres there were of 
all the classified roads in the 
country and how many were 
tarmacked. 

He also wanted the ministry to 
provide a constituency/county list 
of tarmacked roads and another 
for ongoing projects. 

There are 160,886km of 
public roads in the country of 
which 13,655.5km are paved, 
representing 8.1 per cent while 
a huge chunk of 147,882.2km is 
not tarmacked. 

The report acknowledged slow 
pace of the ongoing road works 
in the country, but the minis- 
try said there were no stalled 
projects under any of the authori- 
ties — the Kenya Urban Roads 
Authority, Kenya Rural Roads 
Authority and Kenya National 
Highways Authority. 

According to ministry official 
PC Kilimo, representing the In- 
frastructure Principal Secretary, 
the government is exploring al- 
ternative means of funding road 
expansion.

with 10,000 kilometres in the 
next five years. 

Transport and Infrastructure 
Cabinet Secretary Michael 
Kamau and his Treasury coun- 
terpart Henry Rotich said while 
announcing the plan that the 
government would in turn pay 
the contractors in eight years at 
regular intervals. 

In the new arrangement, 
contractors will also take the 
role of designing, construct- 
ing and maintaining the roads 
while the government will give 



specifications and approve the 
standards. 

Mr Kilimo said the government 
was equally looking at effecting 
low procurement thresholds 
through consultative meetings 
with the Public Procurement 
Oversight Authority to review 
the standards for procurement 
of works. 

The ministry is pushing for 
the utilisation of equalisation 
funds in marginalised areas, 
which have low coverage of paved 
road networks, for the construc- 
tion of infrastructure.

MPs dispute 
report on 
paved roads

MPs have demanded a meeting 
with Transport and Infrastruc- 
ture Cabinet Secretary Michael 
Kamau after they disputed his 
analysis of tarmacked roads per 
constituency. 

The lawmakers also want the 
Cabinet Secretary to explain 
why funds given to constituen- 
cies for road construction were 
reduced from Sh20 million to 
Shl3 million. 

They put Transport, Public 
Works and Housing Committee 
vice-chairman Mohamed Maalim 
Mahamud under pressure after 
he tabled the analysis showing 
the length, in kilometres, of 
paved roads per constituency 
and the total per county. 

The list was particularly criti- 
cised by Mr Adan Keynan (Eldas, 
ODM) because it showed that his 
constituency had six kilometres 
of paved roads despite “the well- 
established fact” that tarmac in 
the former North Eastern Prov- 
ince ends at Garissa. 

Infuriated 

Mr Keynan was infuriated by 
the assertion and that neighbour- 
ing Tarbaj had 2.3 kilometres. 

“To the best of my recollection 
of the Eldas that I know, we have 
never seen an inch of tarmac,” 
he said as he accused Mr Maha- 
mud of not having scrutinised 
the document before taking it 
to the House. 

“I believe this is falsified infor- 
mation that is meant to deceive 
members. Today, if my people 
hear that there is a six-kilometre 
tarmac road in Eldas, it must be 
in my pocket or in the imagina- 
tion of the chairman.” 

Others said the analysis clearly 
showed that road development 
had been unfair over the past 
50 years. 

“It is very clear that the road 
network distribution in the 
country is skewed in favour of 
certain areas in the country,” 
said Mr Opiyo Wandayi (Ugunja, 
ODM).

T he recruitment of 10,000 
teachers next week could 
be monitored by a wide 
cross section of society. 

“The feedback will form the 
basis for future hiring,” Teachers 
Service Commission secretary 
Gabriel Lengoiboni said. 

However, sources at the com- 
mission indicated that the Ethics 
and Anti- Corruption Commis- 
sion was yet to express its 
interest in participating. 

Interviews for applicants 
are set to start on Friday next 
week after applications closed 
on August 11. 

In a press statement, Mr 
Lengoiboni said county di- 
rectors would be required to 



submit selection and recruitment 
documents to the commission’s 
headquarters by August 29. 

He said the vetting would 
start at the headquarters on 
September 1 with posting of 
the new teachers starting on 
September 15. 

Mr Lengoiboni said to ensure 
the recruitment was above board, 
the commission had inducted all 
the 47 county directors to show a 
high degree of transparency. 

He said the officers would 
induct field officers and man- 
agement boards before starting 
the recruitment. 

The commission secretary 
said elaborate and comprehen- 
sive guidelines had been issued 
to all county directors and field 
officers to guide them in the 
selection. 

“The guidelines have clearly

explained the process and mo- 
dalities to be used,” he said. 

Mr Lengoiboni added that for 
the interest of openness, all ap- 
plications will be registered and 
issued with serial numbers. 

He said that applicants will be 
informed in good time of the date 
to appear before the selection 
panel for verification of their 
identification, academic and 
professional documents. 

“In all cases, a list of all the 
applications received, the short- 
listed candidates, and the merit 
lists should be submitted to the 
commission headquarters after 
conclusion of the exercise,” Mr 
Lengoiboni said.

A senior director at the 
Inspector- General’s office Mr 
Maingi I’noti told the Trans- 
port Committee that the team 
he chaired did not recommend 
the suspension of Mr Njuguna 
but only asked for a change in 
his style of management. 

The alteration was made 
after they submitted it and 
they only realised this after 
the director was suspended. 

The Acting Inspector- Gen- 
eral of State Corporations 
Edward Ngigi was unable to 
explain how the report by his 



office was altered. 

Starehe MP Maina Ka- 
manda (below) who chairs the 
Transport, Public Works and 
Housing Committee demanded 
that the minutes of the meet- 
ing at which the report was 
received be tabled. 

“This committee will not 
allow an individual, not even 
a Cabinet Secretary to use 
their positions to intimidate 
and sack people they way they 
like,” said Mr Kamanda.

MPs approve stiffer 
penalties for graft 



Changes made to 
law giving anti-graft 
agency sweeping

P ublic officials will now 
have to step down and 
earn half salaries if they 
are charged with corruption. 

This is after the National As- 
sembly passed changes to the 
law giving the anti-corruption 
commission sweeping powers 
to act against the vice. 

This will apply to Gover- 
nors, cabinet secretaries and 
other public officials. 

The MPs, however, shot 
down a harsher proposal in 
the anti-corruption Bill of life 
imprisonment and death sen- 
tences for those convicted in 
multi-million shilling deals. 

The Judiciary will also be 
under pressure to hear and 
determine the cases within 
24 months. 

The National Assembly’s 
resolutions will also get more 
power since public officers who 
are adversely mentioned in a 
report by a parliamentary com- 
mittee will be suspended until 
investigations are complete. 

The changes to the Anti-Cor- 
ruption and Economic Crimes 
Act were proposed by Igembe 
South MP Mithika Linturi and

endorsed by MPs. 

At the same time, judges and 
magistrates have been given 
the power to deny suspects 
bail if they are convinced the 
person might disappear, inter- 
fere with witnesses or commit 
more crimes once released. 

The proposal to have those 
involved in big corruption 
executed had been made by 
Kiharu MP Irungu Kang’ata, 
who wanted officials respon- 
sible for the loss of between 
Shi 00 million and Shi billion 
of public funds jailed for life. 

Mr Kang’ata also wanted of- 



ficers whose actions lead to the 
loss of more than Shi billion 
handed the death sentence. 

“I have looked at countries 
with best practices against 
corruption. China has the 
best case scenario and the 
Chinese have been very hard 
on corruption. Corruption has 
been the number one evil and 
this is the best remedy,” said 
Mr Kang’ata. 

He added that contrary to 
assertions about the death 
penalty, it remains in Ken- 
ya’s statute books as robbers, 
murderers and treasonous 
characters are still subject to 
the sentence. 

“So long as it is still there, 
you cannot therefore sup- 
port corrupt people and 
then support the robbers and 
murderers. If you don’t like 
the death penalty, remove it 
against murderers...” he said. 

No crisis point 

Mr Kang’ata argued that 
the effects of corruption are 
so profound that they end up 
killing innocent people. 

But Mr Chachu Ganya 
(North Horr, ODM) and Mr 
Jamleck Kamau (Kigumo, 
TNA) opposed the proposal, 
saying it was retrogressive and 
Kenya had not yet reached a 
crisis point in corruption. 

Justice and Legal Affairs 
Committee chairman Samuel 
Chepkong’a said the changes 
mean leaders such as gover- 
nors would no longer be able 
to hide behind their election 
to escape justice.

Roads: We must focus 
on marginalised areas 

A report tabled in Parliament confirms glaring 
disparities in the provision of road networks 
across the country. 

The government report shows that counties in 
the traditionally marginalised areas of northern 
and eastern Kenya have the lowest coverage of 
tarmacked roads, while Nairobi and adjacent 
counties in central Kenya and parts of the Rift 
Valley have the densest coverage. 

The vast Mandera County does not have a single 
kilometre of paved road, while the even larger 
Marsabit County has only two kilometres. This 
pales in comparison with much smaller counties 
that all have over 800km of all-weather roads. 

Glaring inequality in the distribution of 
development resources is what engenders a sense 
of injustice, breeds resentment and ultimately 
works against efforts to make Kenya peaceful. 

For a long time now, efforts towards national 
cohesion and integration have brought out the 
urgent need for fairer sharing of the national cake, 
and the need to pay special attention to regions 
that have been neglected in the past. 

Large swathes of the country may be justified 
in feeling that they have been denied, not just 
roads, but also other forms of communications and 
utilities such as railway lines, telephone network, 
electricity supply and piped water. The same 
regions also suffer glaring lack of schools, hospitals 
and other social amenities. 

These inequities were inherited from the colonial 
regime that concentrated resources in areas already 
being commercially exploited; but the post-colonial 
regimes also continued the policy of neglecting 
what were seen as low-potential areas. 

Such policies are not sustainable, and we will 
only achieve national cohesion when these glaring 
imbalances are redressed.

Ministry of Health shouldn ’t have 
treated Ebola outbreak so casually 



Expand role of counties 

T he Constitution divided the responsibility of 
providing education between the National 
and county governments. Specifically, the 
National Government is responsible for primary, 
secondary, tertiary and university education, 
teacher management, curriculum development and 
examinations, while the counties are responsible for 
early childhood education, youth polytechnics and 
homecraft centres. 

Thus, the role of counties is generally limited to 
certain aspects of education. However, a question 
has constantly been asked as to how else the 
counties can support the other levels of education, 
especially primary and secondary schools. 

For example, it has been argued that the National 
Government can delegate some roles like providing 
infrastructure to schools. This is exactly the point 
Kisii Governor James Ongwae made when he 
presided over the inaugural education conference in 
the county this week. 

The Council of Governors, through its education 
caucus, should take up this matter with the 
ministry and agree on how this can be effected. 

Since county governments are concerned about 
the quality of education in their areas, they should 
play a more active role. 
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S ometimes Kenyans 
behave like a bunch 
of half-wits. There 
are things which are so 
important, one should 
attack them with resolute 
and unrelenting effort. 

A good example is 
Ebola. This disease is easy 
to control and manage 
if you are well informed 
and rational. The most 
frightening thing about 
what we are seeing in West 
Africa is that people are ill- 
informed and irrational. 

Take the example of 
Mr Sawyer who took the 
deadliest disease known 
to man to Africa’s most 
populous nation. He knew 
he would infect others. 

When he arrived at the 
airport he was so sick he 
could barely stand. As a 
result, he has put in danger 
the lives of 150 million 
Nigerians. 

In the villages of West 
Africa, people are still eating 
bats and chimpanzees, from 
which the virus is suspected 
to have come. And they 
won’t stop because it is the 
food of their forefathers, 
they say. They also don’t 
understand where the 
disease is coming from, 
so sometimes they blame 
health workers. 

And they are scared, not 
knowing that your best 
chance of survival is not to 
hide but to get to hospital as 
soon as possible. 

There are three key 



reasons why Ebola, and 
diseases like it, deserve 
swift and ruthless action. 
First, they are a threat to 
our survival. Our society is 
disorderly, our healthcare 
and other systems weak. 

We have cultural practices, 
especially funeral rites and 
the treatment of patients, 
which create a fertile ground 
for its transmission. It can 
wipe out huge parts of our 
population. 

Secondly, Ebola and 
diseases like it can spell 
economic devastation in 
communities which are 
already stressed. It costs 
money to deal with it. 

Already, the Ministry of 
Health is going to spend 
half a billion shillings and 
the disease is not even 
here yet. So the nation’s 
resources are likely to be 
diverted to fight it, the 
labour and bread-winners 
could be killed. And of 
course, once you have it in 
your country, the rest of the 
world quarantines you for 
their own protection. That 
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Ebola and disease 
outbreaks like it 
can spell economic 
devastation in 
communities which 
are already stressed” 



destroys your economy. 

There is an ever-present 
danger of breakdown 
of social order. Panic is 
never far from the surface 
when people’s lives are 
threatened. Society is 
usually held together by 
a fairly thin thread. Mass 
hysteria and panic have the 
capacity to tear the fabric 
of society, as we have seen 
in those Hollywood disaster 
movies. So Ebola is a 
health, social, economic and 
national security priority. 

Kenya, touch wood, has 
not reported a single case 
of Ebola. The best defence 
is to keep it that way. But it 
takes concerted, disciplined 
and carefully planned action 
to lock out the virus. Which 
is why I couldn’t understand 
why the Ministry of Health 
initially took such a casual 
approach to vetting people 
entering the country. I bet 
there is no organised vetting 
at land border crossings. 

I’d say let’s stop being 
stupid and for once think 
ahead. In the news business, 
I am required to be able to 
respond to a disaster every 
day. Sol am a great believer 
in templating situations. 

If there is a bomb attack, 
what do the 100 odd 
people on the team do? 

What specifically does each 
person go and find out? 
Similarly, the government 
should have a water-tight 
contagious disease response 
template bringing together 



health workers and the 
armed services. 

For a start, I think flying 
into the Ebola hot-zone in 
West Africa - Monrovia, 
Conakry and Freetown - is 
reckless. Secondly, there 
must be teams of doctors, 
nurses and security to 
subject passengers from 
West Africa to a proper 
medical examination before 
they are allowed on planes. 

Thirdly, at the point 
of entry, there must 
be thorough medical 
examination and a planned 
follow-up routine for all 
from the affected areas. 

Isolation facilities must 
be built at the airport. That 
nonsense about saying you 
will transport Ebola patients 
to Kenyatta National 
Hospital is like saying you 
will go to Majengo for a 
weekend of sex without 
a condom. How do you 
prevent contamination in 
transit? 

Finally, it’s all about 
public information: to teach 
people what to do and what 
not to do, when to panic and 
when not to panic. Now, I 
edit the biggest newspaper 
in East and Central Africa. 
No one has called to say 
they need help informing 
my readers how to stay safe. 
Please, is it possible to get 
organised? Even when our 
lives could be at risk?

THE CUTTING EDGE 



When middleman minorities go into 
politics, the results are often negative 



I ews have historically been 
the classic middleman 
minority, to whom others 
r e often been analogised: 
the overseas Chinese as “the 
Jews of Southeast Asia”, the 
Lebanese as “the Jews of West 
Africa”, the Ibos as “the Jews 
of Nigeria”, and in my last 
article, implied that the Kikuyu 
are “the Jews of Kenya”. 

We presented a theory by Dr 
Thomas Sowell, gleaned from 
a worldwide perspective, that 
explains how the economic 
role that these groups play, 
essentially as middlemen in 
their respective countries, is 
at the core of the hatred and 
resentment they have aroused. 
Those who have responded 
to my article have made some 
important observations. 

One of them pointed 
out that the Kenyan Asian 
group fits the “middleman 
minority” model much better 
than the Kikuyu. That is 
entirely true. But the Kikuyu 
are nonetheless an ethnic 
minority, albeit one that has 
taken a robust economic role 
characteristic of middleman 
minorities around the world. 

However, the suggestion 
that the Asian community 
is immune to hatred and 
resentment is far-fetched. 
There is latent suspicion 
against them which a political 
demagogue can easily exploit, 
with devastating results. 

Kenneth Matiba hinted at 
it once and his popularity 
soured. In Uganda, Idi Amin 
exploited it. He expelled all the

Asians to great acclaim and 
support from locals. But, the 
Uganda economy subsequently 
collapsed and years later, the 
Asians were invited back. 

Meantime, some of them, 
starting from scratch in 
England, working long hours 
in retail corner- shops and 
other middleman activities, 
became millionaires, to the 
consternation of British locals! 

While some observers might 
regard such determination and 
resourcefulness as admirable 
and inspiring, to the vast 
majority of human beings, the 
rise of middleman minorities 
from poverty to prosperity has 
been like a slap on the face. 

If accepted as an 
achievement, it raises the 
painful questions about those 
who have achieved nothing 
comparable, despite being 
initially more fortunate. 

The second important 



theme in response to my last 
article was a generalised drift 
into politics, raising debate on 
political activity by middleman 
minorities, and inviting me to 
comment on the prominent 
place of the Kikuyu vote in 
the ethnic arithmetic of our 
politics. Some intellectually 
naive respondents, however, 
chose to simply reject my 
“weird perspective”. For 

them, analogies between 
Kikuyu and Jews were utterly 
unacceptable! 

For much of the history of 
Europe and the Islamic world, 
there was no place in positions 
of political authority for Jews. 
But in Australia, where Jews 
have never been as much as 
one per cent of the population, 
Jewish politicians have 
been mayors of Melbourne, 
Adelaide as well as other 
communities, obviouly not 
as a result of the Jewish vote, 
much less as standard-bearers 
of ethnic group politics. 

There has also been a 
Lebanese Prime Minister 
in Jamaica and a Peruvian 
president of Japanese ancestry. 
These posts were not achieved 
as a result of being ethnic 
political leaders. 

Where middleman 
minorities are a major 
portion of the population 
such as in Fiji, Guiana, and 
Kenya, they have played a 
major political role. Even 

then, their economic rise 
and sustainability cannot be 
premised on their political 
prominence without serious 



risks. History proves it. 

In Guiana, Indian and black 
politicians formed a coalition 
to seek independence from 
Britain. The coalition later 
split into polarised ethnic 
group parties leading to 
internal disorder. In Fiji, 
the election of Indian Prime 
Minister Mahendra Chaudhry 
sparked a military coup led by 
indigenous Fijians. 

The history of middleman 
minorities offers little support 
for those who see political 
power and ethnic identity 
politics as requirements for 
group economic advancement. 
In fact the reverse is true; 
middleman minorities have 
advanced more rapidly 
than other groups that have 
pursued political routes, even 
when those other groups 
have been successful in such 
political pursuits. 

Kenyan Asians have 
done much, much better 
economically than the Kikuyu 
without pursuing group 
politics whatsover. Thus it 
should be obvious Kikuyus’ 
economic advancement and 
sustainability depends more 
on their thrift and work ethic 
than on ethnic group politics. 

Equally true, where 
minorities become heavily 
involved in ethnic group 
politics, too often it does 
not lead to better economic 
outcomes for them.

Time to re-examine how graft is reported 



A mong the roles of a government is 
effective provision of public goods 
and services, and the promotion 
of inclusive and equitable development. 
Therefore, a government must be 
accountable to the people and corruption 
must be prevented. 

While fighting corruption is everybody’s 
business and each of us must take 
concrete measures to counter it, there 
are three problematic issues over the 
involvement of the general public. 

First, the citizens themselves are part 
of the problem, believing as they do that 
bribes are the only way to get things done. 
Second, some members of the public 
benefit from corruption and resist efforts 
to stamp it out. 

Third, passivity by the same public 
in the face of endemic corruption has 
allowed it to thrive. If this attitude 
persists, corruption will be entrenched in 
the nascent county governments. 

Transparency International’s Global 
Corruption Barometer 2013 indicates 
that a majority of the respondents (68 
per cent) said they were willing to report 
incidents of corruption, while 32 per cent 
indicated unwillingness to do so. 

At least 52 per cent of those who said 
they would not report insisted it would 
not make any difference, while another 37 
per cent feared the consequences. Other

cent feared the consequences” 

people did not know where to report. 

Tipping the authorities about 
corruption in Kenya is a high-risk 
endeavour. People have been fired, 
harassed, driven from their homes and 
even lost lives for daring to speak out 
about bribery and other abuses of power. 

In 2012, the Commission on 
Administrative Justice, the Kenya 
National Commission on Human 
Rights, the Ethics and Anti- Corruption 
Commission, the National Cohesion and 
Integration Commission, and the National 
Anti- corruption Campaign Steering 
Committee came together to form the 
Integrated Public Complaints and Referral 
Mechanism. 

This platform aims at enabling State 
agencies to receive and refer complaints 
to each other. It also seeks to ease the 
burden of citizens moving from one office 



to another to follow up complaints, as 
reports can be lodged with any of the 
participating agencies. 

The complaints and referral mechanism 
has also spread the services of these 
agencies to areas where they do not have 
a presence. It has contributed towards 
better handling of complaints, thus 
improving responsiveness. Transparency 
International is part of this platform. 

Even as these structures are applied, 
and with the transition to devolution, 
the perception of Kenyans still points to 
increasing incidents of corruption in both 
magnitude and complexity. 

This calls for concerted effort to 
improve corruption reporting. The first 
step would be a thorough assessment of 
the existing mechanisms. 

The key questions should be: what have 
been the successes and challenges in 
corruption reporting? What lessons have 
been learnt? Any emerging best practices? 
To what extent have these efforts been 
effective in promoting the reporting of 
corruption? Are these institutions well- 
equipped to handle graft allegations? 

This should lead to a re-engineering of 
corruption reporting to make it simple, 
accessible and responsive.

W ’e need a new capital city 
with Nairobi remaining 
the economic nerve centre 
like Bombay is to India and New 
York is to the US. 

The new capital city will pull 
away some of the commerce from 
Nairobi and hence decongest it. 
Also, there might just be a frenzy of 
investment in infrastructure, lead- 
ing to job and construction booms. 

City planners can attract inves- 
tors by giving them a tax waiver 
for the next 10 years, if they build 
infrastructure for the city. 

Someone is then bound to ask: 
How does the government make its 
money? I believe that economists 
can work out a formula on a give- 
and-take basis to create a balance. 

A new city will also help ease the 
geopolitical tensions in the country. I 
would avoid Kisumu, Mombasa, Na- 
kuru, Eldoret and Nyeri as they are 
associated with partisan politics. 

So where then? The South Rift 
towns are ideal but they should 
be as far away from Nairobi as 
possible. Western, North Eastern 
and Eastern regions are other 
choices. 

I have seen what we should 
emulate in the West. For instance, 
sewerage and water systems that 
can last not less than 200 years 
without collapsing from human 
pressure should be a priority. 

City planners should think of re- 
serving adequate land for the elec- 
tricity grid. They should also think 
of the fibre optics to ensure the city 
is wired for the Internet. City plan- 
ners should not forget that we’ve 



suffered from narrow highways. 
Even if we claim to have super 
highways, they are still narrow. 
Space is paramount for decongest- 
ing the city from vehicular traffic. 

Finally, our new capital city must 
be circular and have road networks 
radiating to the centre. We may 
then have three main arteries cir- 
cling the city — the outermost 
(widest), middle and innermost 
(smallest) circles. 

From these circular freeways will 
radiate highways that serve inde- 
pendent suburbs. 

If one wants to get to the CBD, 
all he/she needs is to exit from a 
freeway and take a route nearest 
to his/her destination. If however, 
this fails due to heavy traffic, the 



user/commuter needs to continue 
on the circle, looking for the next 
decongested outlet. 

The centre of our circular city 
may be the seat of government. It 
may also be the centre for interna- 
tional offices and embassies. Within 
this centre parks may be built. 

The second circle may contain 
more office buildings for commerce 
and sectors for residential and busi- 
ness occupancy. 

We don’t need to agonise over 
what the name of the city should 
be. It should be based on the his- 
tory of the local people. 

For example, if it is Funyula, why 
not the capital city of Funyula or 
the capital city of Solai.

Hotels lower rates to 
attract local tourists

They have introduced

H otels in Mombasa have intro- 
duced reduced holiday rates 
for local visitors due to “very 
few international tourists”. 

The low numbers of foreign tourists 
is mainly as a result of travel warn- 
ings issued by the United Kingdom, 
the US, France and Australia to their 
citizens a few months ago. 

This is ordinarily the high tourism 
season when international visitors 
flock the resort town. 

Charter flights from Europe to 
Mombasa are less than 10 a week 
compared to 20 every week in the 
same period last year, according to 
hoteliers. 

To remain afloat during the pre- 
vailing tourist drought, the hotels are 
targeting local holidaymakers through 
special holiday packages. 

Among the hotels that have reduced 
rates for local tourists are Travellers 
Beach Hotel, Mombasa Beach Hotel, 
Sai Rock Hotel and the Heritage 
Hotels. 

Last month, Travellers Beach Hotel 
came up with special offers for fami- 
lies, teachers, pupils and students, 
its marketing manager, Mr Wafula 
Waswa, said. 

Mr Waswa said the hotel would 
soon introduce similar lower rates 
for religious leaders and non-profit 
making organisations. 

It is charging Shl0,400 for a sin- 
gle person on half-board, down from 
Shl3,500. Couples pay Shl3,900, 
down from Shl5,6oo. 

A teacher on half-board is charged 
Sh7,ooo, down from Shi3,500, and 
Sh9,000 down from Shl5,6oo for a 
double half-board accommodation. 

Three students below 18 years 
on half-board are required to pay 
Shl0,500 while a similar number 
of university students pay Shl4,900 
half-board. 

“The local tourists have the po- 
tential to fill up the empty beds at a 
time when we are experiencing low 
number of international guests,” Mr 
Waswa said. 

The marketing manager said the 
special rates for families were valid 
up to September 30, while the offer 
for teachers and students ends on 
November 30.

Malindi, Watamu 
are better off 

Tourist numbers in hotels in Ma- 
lindi and Watamu towns have been 
increasing due to the resumption 
of Italian charter flights last month, 
Mombasa and Coast Tourism As- 
sociation chairman Mohamed Hersi 
has said. 

To address the low number of 
tourists from Europe to Mombasa, 
he urged the government to al- 
low more international airlines to 
introduce scheduled flights to the 
coastal resort town. 

Most of the chartered airlines 
from Europe withdrew flights to 
Mombasa following travel warn- 
ings by foreign countries. 



At Mombasa Beach Hotel, acting 
general manager Silas Kiti said local 
tourists had been offered similarly 
low charges. 

The rate for a single person on 
half-board is down to Sh6,000 from 
Shl0,000 while charges for double on 
half-board is Sh9,ooo from Shi4,ooo, 
Mr Kiti said. 

He said the special packages, which 
came into effect mid last month, 
would end in October. 

“I call upon Kenyans to take advan- 
tage of the holiday offers for them to 
sample the tourist facilities.” 



Sai Rock Hotel too has lowered 
accommodation charges for Kenyan 
visitors. Mr Robert Kiri, the general 
manager, said a single person on 
half-board is charged Sh6,lOO, down 
from Sh8,lOO while for a double, the 
charges are Shio,500, down from 
Shl3,820. 

Heritage Hotels chief executive 
officer Mohamed Hersi said Voy- 
ager Hotel too had special rates for 
Kenyans. Charges per person shar- 
ing are Sh6,lOO, down from Sh9,000 
and Shl2,200 for a double, down from 
Shl8,000, he said. 

Decline in charter flights 

The offer will ends in December. 

Mr Hersi, who is also the Mom- 
basa and Coast Tourism Association 
chairman, said hotels in Mombasa had 
decided to make their rates affordable 
to many local tourists due to the low 
number of international guests. 

He said the hotels had an aver- 
age occupancy rate of 50 per cent 
compared to between 80 per cent 
and 90 per cent in the same period 
last year. 

International guests bookings, he 
said, were between 10 per cent and 
20 per cent. In the same period last 
year, they were between 40 per cent 
and 50 per cent. 

He attributed the drop in inter- 
national tourist numbers to a sharp 
decline in charter flights from Europe 
to Mombasa. 

The flights had plummeted to 
below 10 per week compared to over 
20 in the same period at a similar 
time last year.

Inter-country adoption a big 
risk for children, says official 

The Child Welfare Society of Kenya (CWSK) has 
warned that the opening up of child adoption 
to foreigners may have created an avenue for 
trafficking. The statement comes after a 35 -year- 
old woman was arrested in Narok trying to sell her 
two children for Sh200,000 each. The society’s 
executive director Ms Irene Mureithi, told NTV that 
the inter-country adoption put children in danger. 
“This has created a huge market for children,” she 
said. The official said there were people who bought 
children for rituals or for sacrifice. Others buy them 
to be used as guinea pigs in laboratories. However, 
Ms Mureithi said that there were those who seek to 
genuinely adopt children, but these are a minority.

T wo casual labourers were killed 
by gunmen on a motorcycle in 
Garissa Town. 

Eyewitnesses told the Nation that 
the rider of the motorbike carrying 
three armed men slowed down on ap- 
proaching a house where the labourers 
were seated at the gate on Wednesday, 
at 8pm, and shot them. 

The victims were identified as Mr 
Peter Mwendwa Musyoka, 35, and Mr 
John Musili Nzioka,28. 

Mr John Muneni said he was among 
six men who had been sitting at the 
gate, but left before the fatal shoot- 
ing. 

He and three others had gone to 
their houses, leaving behind the two 
victims behind. 

“No sooner had we got into our 
houses than we heard gunshots out- 
side. When we went back to check

what had happened, we found one 
had been killed, while another was 
bleeding profusely,” Mr Muneni told 
journalists at the scene. 

Mr Nzioka later died in hospital. 

Mr Muneni said the attackers 
seemed to have planned to kill all 
the six men. He said he was lucky to 
be alive. He appealed to the police 
to hunt down the killers and bring 
them to book. 

The motive of the attackers is yet 
to be determined. Deputy police boss 
Benjamin Muhia told journalists that 
they had launched investigations into 
the matter. 

Appealed for calm 

“We appeal to the residents of Gar- 
issa Town to cooperate with us in the 
fight against crime,” he said. 

The police boss asked the public to 
provide information that would lead to 
the arrest of the culprits. He said he 
was optimistic they would apprehend 
the killers of the two workers. 

However, he appealed for calm, 
dismissing claims that Kenyans 
from other parts of the country were 
being targeted. 

The incident is likely to cause 
more panic among residents of the 
town, which has seen many terrorist 
attacks.

T hree counties in 
western Kenya have 
teamed up to im- 
prove agriculture. 

Busia, Kisumu and Siaya 
deputy governors yesterday 
said the plan would help 
eliminate needless com- 
petition among them. 

They said it would also 
do away with expensive 
energy. 

Ms Ruth Odinga (Kis- 
umu), Mr Kizito Wangalwa 
(Busia) and Siaya’s Ouma 
Onyango said the aim was 
to improve the production 
of cotton and sorghum and 
the fishing industry. 

Ms Odinga (below) said 
the counties had realised 
that working together 
would boost farmers’ ac- 
cess to large markets. 

“We must abandon the 
traditional way of doing 
things where counties 
compete to sell the same 
products. This new concept 
involves specialisation for 
each county, with a com- 
mon market platform 
created for these unique 
products.” 

The absence of trading 
blocs, she added, was the 
reason for little successes in 
the fight against poverty. 

Mr Wangalwa said the 
projects would be pegged 
on the counties’ integrated 
plans in order to avert du- 
plication. 

The region was endowed 
with resources that would 



only be of benefit if the 
counties worked together. 

Mr Onyango warned 
against politicising the 
idea. He said politics was 
the reason many things 
had never changed in the 
region. 

“It is not about re-invent - 
ing the wheel. We want to 
complement the efforts of 
counties towards market- 
ing local produce with a 
focus on exports through 
large-scale production,” 
he said. 

He explained that cer- 
tification and standard 
improvement would be 
part of the deal. 

Canada is supporting 
the initiative through the 
Society for International 
Development (SID). 

A SID official, Mrs Mary 
Muyonga, said the project 
would involve the three 
counties through research- 
ing solutions towards a joint 
development initiative. 

She said the project was 
keen on promoting the use 
of appropriate technology 
in order to improve agri- 
culture. 

Mrs Muyonga added that 
the arrangement would see 
the three counties’ trade 
jointly and thus enjoying 
the economies of scale 
created by the expanded 
market. 

“We want them to 
promote one another’s 
products,” she said. 

The project, she added, 
would provide value-addi- 
tion technology through a 
commitment of the counties 
engaged in the plan.

Hospital sale deal above Marwa warns police officers 
board, official tells critics wbo extort bribes from drivers

The county government has denied 
claims that it bought a private hospital 
irregularly. 

Health executive Ken Simiyu said 
due process was followed in the deal. 
He termed the allegation as a ploy to 
derail the “county’s spirited efforts” 
to improve healthcare. 

“We have documentation to show 
that we followed due procedure in 
buying the building that has just 
been completed. These allegations 
are misplaced,” Mr Simiyu said. 

Trans Nzoia Woman Representative 
Janet Nangabo had raised queries over 
the value of the medical facility that 
is meant to supplement the services 
of the overwhelmed local district 
hospital. 



The leader, who spoke at Naisambu 
Catholic Church, alleged that under- 
hand dealings may have influenced 
the acquisition of the Shl70 million 
hospital, as no evaluation was done. 

But some leaders dismissed the 
remarks by Mrs Nangabo (New 
Ford-Kenya) as “a cheap political 
move aimed at tainting the image of 
Governor Patrick Khaemba”. 

Trans Nzoia Ford-Kenya organis- 
ing secretary Ken Wafula said: “She is 
tactically drumming up support for a 
top leader in her party who has shown 
interest in the governor’s seat.” 

The chairwoman of Trans Nzoia 
women’s caucus, Ms Emmaculate 
Shamala, said Mrs Nangabo’s senti- 
ments “are anti-development”. She 
urged leaders to “take a break from 
politics and deliver results”.

Police officers in Mombasa County, 
who demand bribes from motorists, 
have been put on notice. 

County Commissioner Nelson 
Marwa said taxi and truck drivers, 
tuktuk and boda boda riders had 
complained of extortion by some 
officers. 

He also said tour company drivers 
and members of some communities 
that he did not name, appeared to be 
major targets of corrupt officers. 

Mr Marwa said his office was 
aware of the vice and was working 
with the Ethics and Anti- Corruption 
Commission to bring the culprits to 
book. 

“Roadblocks are not ATMs. They 
are for security reasons,” he said. 



Mr Jacktone Owino, a boda boda 
rider at Buxton, told the Nation he 
had fallen victim several times and 
had paid Sh500 recently. 

“The roadblocks have made it 
hard for us to operate as the of- 
ficers always try to find fault,” Mr 
Owino said. 

Kisauni police boss Walter Abondo 
said he would look into the com- 
plaints. 

“We are investigating if it is, 
indeed, true that roadblocks are 
being seen as ATMs. Any officer 
caught demanding a bribe will face 
the law.” 

Coast Traffic Commandant Martin 
Kariuki said roadblocks were manned 
by regular and Administration Police 
officers, and not those from the Traf- 
fic Department.

Governor Moses Akaranga has 
been accused of appointing 
“people with political interests” 
to county executive offices. 
Majority Chief Whip Abdalla 
Chogo said the county assembly 
had been alarmed to note 
that some chief officers hired 
recently had been engaging in 
politics. He said the assembly 
would compel Mr Akaranga to 
present the officials for vetting. 
The Public Service Committee 
would question Speaker Dan 
Chitwa over “a salary stalemate” 
that had almost paralysed the 
assembly’s work, he added.

Youth ‘not denied jobs 
due to inexperience’ 




Governor Salim Mvurya (above) 
has denied claims that a large 
number of young people have 
been locked out of county jobs 
due to lack of experience. He 
said the condition applied only to 
positions requiring professional 
and technical skills. “It is not 
true that we demand that all 
jobseekers be experienced. 

It all depends on the kind of 
work that is available,” said Mr 
Mvurya. He cited the example of 
youth recently hired as county 
enforcement officers, saying 
none of them had experience 
prior to their recruitment. 

The governor said experience 
was, however, mandatory in 
specialised and technical fields, 
and the County Public Service 
Board had to go by that as it was 
bound by the law. — KNA

First Lady hands over second mobile health clinic

Narok County has received a mobile 
clinic donated by First Lady Margaret 
Kenyatta’s ‘Beyond Zero’ campaign 
against maternal deaths. 

Mrs Kenyatta yesterday handed 
over the fully equipped clinic at the 
Maasai Mara University in Narok 
Town. 

The first mobile clinic under the 



campaign was provided to Taita 
Taveta County last month. 

Mrs Kenyatta’s campaign intends 
to purchase a mobile clinic for each 
of the 47 counties. 

She said Narok County was the sec- 
ond to be considered because it was 
last year ranked among the counties 
that had the highest maternal death 
rate aggravated by the HIV scourge. 

“I am informed that in 2013, some 



1,341 adults and 188 children died of 
Aids -related complications in Narok 
County alone,” she said. 

“The figures are, by all standards, 
unacceptable because these are deaths 
that we can avert.” 

Every year, more than 5,500 women 
in Kenya die from pregnancy com- 
plications. 

The most common causes of 
maternal deaths are haemorrhage, 



obstructed labour and abortion. 

Governor Samuel Tunai said the 
clinic would save women the painful 
experiences during delivery. 

“Statistics from the consolidated 
county HIV and Aids profiles show 
that up to 80 per cent of pregnant 
women in the county do not deliver 
in health centres, while only 41 per 
cent attend four recommended ante 
natal clinics,” he said.

G overnor Mwangi Wairia 
broke ranks with his 
colleagues yesterday 
and appeared before senators 
to answer audit queries. 

The county boss went against 
the call by the Council of Gover- 
nors not to face senators, saying 
he had a lot of respect for the 
House and was willing to re- 
spond to any concerns raised. 



Kicked out 

Mr Wa Iria told members 
of the Senate Committee on 
County Public Accounts and 
Investments that previous in- 
vitations were not specific and 
that is why he could not honour 
its summons. 

The governor obeyed the 
summons a week after the 
House passed a motion to stop 
funding for Murang’a until he 
faced them. Activities in the 
county government would have

ground to a halt. 

Committee Chairman Boni 
Khalwale asked Mr Wa Iria to 
explain why he had snubbed four 
previous invitations. 

“I sent my officers and was 
expecting them to come and tell 
me what had transpired between 
them and the senators but they 
were kicked out. I did not like 
the way they were treated,” said 
Mr Wa Iria. 

Deep and narrow 

Vihiga Senator George Khaniri 
also put him to task about “de- 
rogatory remarks” he made 
about senators and the House. 

“I have seen reports in the 
media and saw you making de- 
rogatory statements against the 
Senate,” Mr Khaniri said. 

The governor seemed uncom- 
fortable with the question and 
was hesitant to answer. 

After much prodding from the 
committee members, Mr Wa Iria 
offered his apologies. 

“I would not go to the remarks 
on the media. I would want to 
remain deep and narrow on mat- 
ters affecting Murang’a County 
but if there was anything unpal- 
atable I said about the Senate, I 
withdraw and apologise,” said Mr 
Wa Iria at Parliament Buildings 
in Nairobi yesterday. 

County assets 

The committee has been 
interrogating governors on 
audit queries raised by the 
Auditor-General in the 2012/13 
Financial reports. There are re- 
ports of massive misuse of funds 
allocated to counties. 

“I wrote back to the commit- 
tee asking for clarity on audit

queries. Even now I do not 
have specific queries on what 
was needed from me but I have 
come today to have a discussion 
with senators,” said governor Wa 
Iria. 

Murang’a is among the four 
counties that senators last 
Thursday hurriedly recom- 
mended that their allocations 
for 2014 be withheld until their 
governors appeared before them 
to explain several questions high- 
lighted by the Auditor-General. 

Bomet, Kisumu and Kiambu 
counties are the other three. 

Bomet Governor and chairman 
of the Council of Governors Isaac 
Ruto has asked his colleagues not 



to honour the summons from the 
Senate. 

The governor responded to 
all the questions with assistance 
from the officials accompanying 
him. 

Mr Wa Iria was asked to tell 
the committee what he was 
doing to speed up the trans- 
fer of assets from the defunct 
local authorities to the county. 
He exonerated himself from any 
wrongdoing saying the Transi- 
tion Authority had delayed 
transferring the assets. 

“We must do a total valuation 
of all our assets,” Mr Wa Iria told 
the committee.

Cohesion team drops case against public service board officials

The cohesion team has withdrawn a 
case against two officials of the Kwale 
Public Service Board. 

Board chairman Kassim Riga and 
the secretary, Ms Victoria Tumaini, 
yesterday had appeared before Kwale 
Resident Magistrate Paul Mutai. 

But the prosecutor, Mr Joseph 
Omwanda, informed the court that 



the National Cohesion and Integration 
Commission had decided to withdraw 
the case under Section 87 (a) of the 
Constitution after the accused com- 
plied with its requisition. 

Mr Riga and Ms Tumaini had no 
objection to the application by the 
prosecution. 

According to the charge sheet, the 
two officials hindered a staff member 
of the commission from performing 



his functions. The accused were sum- 
moned on May 14, to appear before 
the commission in Nairobi to help 
with ongoing investigations into em- 
ployment procedures in the county. 
But both failed to turn up. 

On the mention date, they denied 
the charges and were released on a 
cash bail of Shio,ooo each. 

Before the case was heard, the 
commission’s secretary, Mr Hassan 



Mohammed, addressed a press confer- 
ence at which he said that although 
the board had not initially complied 
with the employment requirements, 
it subsequently did. 

The secretary said the commission, 
therefore, no longer had any issues 
with the board. 

“What is left is for the court to 
issue the final verdict,” Mr Moham- 
med added. 



The role of churches in the 
management of schools came 
under scrutiny at a conference in 
Kisii County yesterday. 

Kisii University Vice-Chancel- 
lor John Akama accused some 
churches of interfering with the 
management of schools by front- 
ing only members of their faiths 
to head the institutions they 
sponsor. 

He told the Kisii County Edu- 
cation conference that this could 
compromise the quality of educa- 
tion and leadership. 

“Must a Catholic head a Catho- 
lic Church-sponsored school or 
a Seventh Day Adventist be the 
principal of an SDA institution?” 
Prof Akama (below) asked. 

However, Kisii Catholic Diocese 
Vicar-General Joseph Obanyi sup- 
ported the churches’ role though 
he did not delve into the leadership 
question. 

“The first schools in Kenya were 
started by churches. The church 
will continue to offer support to 
education,” he said. 

Prof Akama also expressed con- 




cern over an increase in clan-based 
schools. He said if the issue was 
not addressed urgently, it could 
become a serious problem. 

“Every clan cannot have its 
school and insist that only its 
members should head it. This 
compromises the quality of lead- 
ership and impacts negatively on 
the children whose lives we want to 
improve,” Prof Akama said. 

Similar concerns were raised by 
teachers’ unions. 

Speaking on Wednesday, Knut 
assistant Secretary- General Hez- 
bon Otieno accused churches of 
interfering with teacher recruit- 
ment. 

“We appreciate their work but 
they should leave the manage- 
ment of schools to the boards. 
Recruitment should be left to the 
Teachers Service Commission and 
the ministry,” he said. 

Kuppet’s Secretary-General 
Akelo Misori concurred with 
him. 

Prof Jane Onsongo, of the Ethics 
and Anti- Corruption Commission, 
addressed leadership challenges in 
education. 

She urged schools in Kisii and 
Nyamira to strengthen old boys 
and girls associations. She said old 
students influenced performance, 
sponsorship and key decisions.

Hospitals set for Sh200m upgrade 



National Government 
to disburse the money 
for the project soon, 
says governor

T he National Government will 
this year release Sh200 million 
to upgrade key public hospitals 
in Lamu County. 

Governor Issa Timamy revealed yes- 
terday that President Uhuru Kenyatta 
gave the directive at a recent meeting 
and it was agreed that the money be 
disbursed immediately. 

Speaking to journalists in Lamu 
town, Dr Timamy said the upgrade 
targets King Fahad County Hospital 
in Lamu Island, Mpeketoni and Faza 
sub-county hospitals. 

“I talked with the President and he 
promised to release the funds possibly 
this month. I am assuring you that by 
December this year, our hospitals 
will not be the same. We don’t want 
a scenario where our patients seek 
services outside the county. We want 
our hospitals to attain referral status,” 
said Dr Timamy. 

ShlOO million will be used 
to upgrade the King Fahad,

sub-county hospitals will get Sh50 
million each, said County Health Ex- 
ecutive Mohamed Mbwana Kombo. 

Deputy Governor Eric Mugo said 
the hospitals’ upgrade would benefit 
Lamu residents immensely. 

“We have suffered for long as far 
as health is concerned. I applaud 
the President for his move,” said 
Mr Mugo. 

Dr Kombo said the funds would 
also be used to purchase equipment 
to boost services to residents. 

He further revealed plans to reno- 
vate and upgrade Witu Dispensary, 
especially the theatre wing plus emer- 
gency and accidents departments. 

“Apart from the Sh200 million 



from the National Government, the 
county government is also doing its 
best. Our major aim is to improve 
service delivery to our people,” said 
Dr Kombo. 

In the current budget (2014/2015), 
the health docket was allocated the 
lion’s share of Sh3l77 million - about 
16 per cent of entire budget. 

Assembly Budget and Appro- 
priations Committee Chairman 
Omar Said Lali said the 
allocation would set the stage for 
growth of Lamu’s health sector. 

The sector is currently faced with 
myriad challenges including short- 
age of medical staff, facilities and 
drugs.

Poor hygiene 
sapping the 
health budget

Kenya uses more than Sh27 bil- 
lion to fight diseases caused by poor 
sanitation, a senior public health 
official has said. 

Speaking in Turkana, the Deputy 
Director of Public Health, Dr John 
Kariuki, said that poor healthcare 
waste management is associated 
with the spread of disease such as 
Hepatitis B and C. 

“Waste management is a major 
challenge in our health centres,” he 
said during the commissioning of a 
USaid-funded incinerator at Kainuk 
Health Centre. 

Exposed to risks 

Dr Kariuki said that patients are 
exposed to risks as health facilities 
lack or have poor waste manage- 
ment plans. 

He said the national government 
has partnered with stakeholders to 
install incinerators in health centres 
across the country. 

“County governments should 
ensure that hygiene standards are 
improved to lower funding for treat- 
ment of communicable diseases,” 
he said. 

Dr Kariuki said Shi billion is 
spent on Turkana to deal with in- 
fections caused by poor sanitation 
as a result of open defecation.

FREETOWN, Thursday 

F rom a hillside rising high 
above the fetid orange 
sludge of Freetown’s larg- 
est slum, it is hard to imagine a 
place more ill-equipped to deal 
with an outbreak of Ebola. 

Kroo Bay — a cramped beach- 
front township of 15,000 where 
disease is rife and most people 
die before middle age — is em- 
blematic of the threat facing 
Sierra Leone’s capital. 

“This is a slum area. We have 
many gutters, and bacteria and 
germs. We have many problems 
in this community, even without 
Ebola,” says father-of-six Hassan 
Sesay, 38, a lifelong resident. 

The death toll in the worst 
epidemic of Ebola since its dis- 
covery four decades ago stands 
at 1,069. 

Nearly 2,000 people have been 
infected in Sierra Leone, Guinea, 
and Liberia. 

Freetown, an overcrowed city 
of 1.2 million people, has so far 
avoided catastrophe, with most 
of Sierra Leone’s 783 cases crop- 
ping up in the remote forests of 
the east. 

More than 30 of the city’s 
medical workers were placed in 
quarantine this week, however, 
sparking fears that a wave of 
cases is about to sweep in. 

Many of Kroo Bay’s inhabit- 
ants confess that they now spend 
much of their free time hiding 



in their densely-packed zinc and 
wood shanties. 

While poverty has been their 
most pressing concern since the 
end of a ruinous 1991-2002 civil 
war, now they say they worry 
about infection. 

“Everyone is feeling bad 
when they see what Ebola can 
do,” says mother-of-two Moussu 
Diallo, 20. 

“I have never seen anyone 
with the virus but I worry for 
my children.” 

Kroo Bay is home to artisanal 
fishermen, cobblers, tin smelters 
who make pots and pans from 
the dented metal of abandoned 
cars, bakers and carpenters. 

Pigs poke around in the mud 
which passes for paving between 
the huts while women bathe in 
the open and children wash 
clothes in the torrential rain.

There is no electricity or run- 
ning water, one health clinic and 
only four toilets. Infectious dis- 
eases have a history of spreading 
like wildfire through the former 
fishing settlement, named after 
migrants from the Kru tribe in 
neighbouring Liberia who settled 
in the 1960s. 

Freetown’s more affluent 
residents dump their rubbish on 
the banks of the Crocodile River 
which flows past Kroo Town and 
mountains of plastic get washed 
up in the slum. 

An outbreak of cholera across 
the capital’s poorest housing 
areas two years ago killed almost 
400 people. 

It rains six months of the year 
in Freetown, one of the world’s 
wettest cities, and Kroo Bay lies 
at the bottom of the steep hill on 
which it was built.

Putrid water inundates the 
slum every summer and brings 
rats, malaria, cholera, dysentery 
and respiratory infections. 

Life expectancy, at 35, is 
around 10 years below the na- 
tionwide average. But for all the 
hardships of daily life, Kroo Bay 
has remained a vibrant, bustling, 
noisy place — until Ebola. 

Economics student Mohamed 
Kamara, the son of Kroo Bay’s 
village chief, says that while he 
and his friends used to meet 
regularly, the socialising has 
stopped. 

“We are not moving around 
now. We sit at home talking about 
Ebola and how it spread,” the 
24-year-old tells AFP. 

“I have to stay at home so that 
I don’t contract the disease.” 

El Hadji Abubakar, the town- 
ship’s Islamic leader, says people 
only venture out to worship, be- 
cause they are “filled with fear 
and panic that this sickness 
will come”. The 62-year-old 
imam, echoing every resident 
interviewed by AFP, says the 
community is well educated 
about Ebola and how the dan- 
gers can be minimised. 

Yet there is no evidence that 
the people of Kroo Bay are tak- 
ing any serious precautions other 
than staying at home. (AFP)

Experimental drug to battle virus 



Doctor to be 
released soon 
from hospital 

WASHINGTON, Thursday 

The American doctor who be- 
came ill with the Ebola virus while 
treating patients in Liberia will be 
released from a US hospital soon, 
a Christian aid group said today. 

“Dr Kent Brantly is doing very 
well and hopes to be released 
sometime in the near future,” 
said a statement from Samari- 
tan’s Purse. 

It did not give any specifics on 
timing. The staff at Emory Univer- 
sity hospital in Atlanta, Georgia 
“are taking extremely great care of 
him,” the statement added. 

Trying to help people 

Dr Brantly and another Ameri- 
can missionary, Nancy Writebol, 
both came down with Ebola while 
trying to help people in the midst 
of West Africa’s largest outbreak 
in history. 

Brantly, 33, and Writebol, 60, 
were given an experimental drug 
treatment and were airlifted back 
to the United States. Writebol is 
also said to be improving and is 
being treated at the same hospital 
as Brantly. 

Ebola is spread through con- 
tact with the bodily fluids of an 
infected person, and healthcare 
workers and family members are 
particularly at risk of contracting 
the disease. Brantly issued a letter 
last week from his hospital room, 
recalling how he isolated himself 
when he began to feel sick, and 
how he felt watching so many 
victims die. (AFP) 



Cholera death 
toll rises to 
36 in Ghana 



ACCRA, Thursday 

The death toll from cholera out- 
break in Ghana’s capital, Accra, 
has risen from 15 to 36 out of over 
3, 000 reported cases, health of- 
ficials said here today. 

Sixteen deaths have been 
recorded in just one week. 
Poor sanitation in the metropolis 
has been cited as the main cause of 
the outbreak of the disease. 

The situation has brought pres- 
sure on infrastructure at various 
hospitals and clinics. 

The outbreak confirms fears 
expressed by the Ghana Health 
Service in May that a breakdown 
in the waste management system 
in Accra could spark an epidemic 
as the rainy season had begun. 

The authorities have cau- 
tioned residents to beware of the 
food and water they consume. 
Cholera is an acute intestinal in- 
fection caused by ingestion of food 
or water contaminated with bacte- 
rium, Vibrio cholerae. (Xinhua)

S. African MP 
quits over lies 
on doctorate 



Claims that he got 
PhD from university 
in US exposed as 
false by newspaper

S outh Africa’s anti- apart- 
heid hero Pallo Jordan 
was this week forced to 
resign as a Member of Parlia- 
ment after it was revealed that 
he had forged a doctoral degree 
from an American university. 

Mr Jordan also resigned 
from the National Execu- 
tive Committee of the ruling 
party, African National Con- 
gress (ANC). 

The former Minister of Arts 
and Culture has been using the 
title ‘Dr’ to illustrate that he 
had received a PhD from the 
University of Wisconsin-Madi- 
son in the United States. 

Last week, The Sunday Times 
revealed that Mr Jordan did not 
complete his degree at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Madison 
and there are no records that he 
was bestowed with an honorary 
doctorate. 

Poured cold water 

The story further poured cold 
water on Mr Jordan’s claims 
that he studied at the London 
School of Economics. 

Mr Jordan is also the former 
Minister of Environmental Af- 
fairs and Tourism and Minister 
of Posts, Telecommunication 
and Broadcasting. 

He played a major role in the 
liberation of the country. 

According to his profile, 
“he was a member of the re- 
search unit of the ANC in the 
Department of Information 
and Publicity in 1975, head of 
Radio Freedom in 1977 and 
a director of the ANC’s first 
internal mass propaganda cam- 
paign, “The Year of the Spear” 
marking the centenary of the 
battle of the Isandhlwana of 
1879 in 1979”. Meanwhile, as 
the scandal raged, the two main 



political parties, the ANC and 
the Democratic Alliance (DA) 
insist they still hold the anti- 
apartheid stalwart, ‘Dr’ Pallo 
Jordan in high esteem. 

The ANC Secretary Gen- 
eral, Gwede Mantashe said 
in a media statement that the 
party’s officials have received 
a detailed explanation from 
Jordan on claims that his quali- 
fications are false and they have 
accepted his resignation. 

“True to his character, he 
has apologised to the ANC, its 
membership and South Africa 
as a whole. A man of Comrade 
Pallo Jordan’s intellect does not 
need to perpetuate deceit; he 
must be given time to deal with 
his guilt. 

‘As the ANC, we have ac- 
cepted his public apology,” 
said Mr Mantashe. 

The DA Chief Whip, John 
Steenhuisen said: “One does 
not require a doctorate to be 
able to formulate and debate 
ideas. We have often disagreed 
and debated vigorously with 
Jordan, but we have always 
done so constructively. In 
so doing, he has earned the 
DA’s respect as a public intel- 
lectual.” 

Meanwhile, the ANC Youth 
League will engage its struc- 
tures in the institutions of 
Higher Education to start a 
process of ensuring that all 
South African universities 
confer the honorary doctor- 
ates to Jordan for the “immense 
contribution he has made in 
the promotion of literary work 
and development of South Af- 
rican democracy. He remains 
our comrade, our teacher and 
our mentor.”

Moroccan leftist dies after two-month hunger strike

Three dead in 
Egypt clashes 
on anniversary 



Ousted president’s 
supporters attacked 
by police as they try 
to stage marches 

CAIRO, Thursday 

A t least three people were 
killed in Egypt today as 
police quashed attempts 
by supporters of ousted Islam- 
ist president Mohamed Morsy 
to commemorate the first an- 
niversary of a brutal Cairo 
crackdown. 

On August 14, 2013, after 
then army chief and now Presi- 
dent Abdel Fattah al-Sisi had 
removed Egypt’s first freely 
elected president, the security 
forces set upon thousands of 
Morsy supporters at protest 
camps in Rabaa al-Adawiya 
and Nahda squares, leaving 
hundreds of people dead. 

The assault was “one of the 
largest killings of demonstra- 
tors in a single day in recent 
history”, the New York-based 
Human Rights Watch said in 
a report released ahead of 
Thursday’s anniversary. 

In Rabaa al-Adawiya alone 
at least 817 people were killed, 
HRW said, calling for investiga- 
tions into likely “crimes against 
humanity”. 

Official estimates say more 
than 700 people were killed at 
the two squares on that day. 

On Thursday, attempts by 
Morsy supporters to demon- 
strate were swiftly suppressed, 



reflecting their dwindling 
ability to stage protests amid 
violent repression that has left 
more than 1,400 people dead 
since Morsy’s overthrow in 
July 2013. 

The pro -Morsy Anti- Coup 
Alliance had called for na- 
tionwide rallies on Thursday 
under the slogan “We Demand 
Retribution”. 

Two people, including 
a Morsy supporter and a 
bystander, were killed by gun- 
shots when police clashed with 
Islamist protesters in west 
Cairo, a security official said. 

Another person was killed 
when pro- and anti-Morsy 
groups clashed in north 
Cairo. 

Police fired tear gas dur- 
ing clashes with pro-Morsy 
demonstrators in three 
neighbourhoods of the Medi- 
terranean city of Alexandria 
and in the town of Kerdasa, 
southwest of Cairo.

Russian convoy 
rolls on towards 
Ukraine border 



Kiev dispatches aid

DONETSK, Ukraine, Thursday 

A massive Russian “hu- 
manitarian” convoy 
closed in on Ukraine’s 
border today despite doubts 
over whether the trucks would 
be allowed across, and as 
deadly fighting rocked rebel- 
held strongholds. 

The nearly 300 vehicles 
headed towards southeast- 
ern Ukraine, even as intense 
shelling there in the insurgent 
bastions of Donetsk and Lu- 
gansk — where the trucks 
appear headed — sharply 
increased the death toll from 
fighting. 

Health authorities in 
Donetsk, the centre of which 
was under heavy shelling by 
the army, said 74 people were 
killed in fighting over the past 
three days. 

Government forces at the 
same time reported nine 
dead and 18 injured among 
its troops, following four 
months of fighting that have 
left over 2,000 dead and many 
residents without power, run- 
ning water and with dwindling 
food supplies. 

Meanwhile, Ukraine dis- 
patched aid convoys of its 
own from three cities to a 
government-held eastern town 
as it tried to race Moscow to 
hand out much-needed aid 
to residents in the blighted 
region. 

The Russian convoy, a 
three-kilometre file of white- 
tarpaulin-covered lorries, 
reached the Rostov region in 



southwestern Russia Thurs- 
day, a spokesman for the 
Russian emergencies ministry 
in Moscow told AFR 

It was not immediately 
clear when the trucks would 
arrive at the border or whether 
Ukrainian officials would allow 
them to pass. 

The convoy had earlier 
headed for government-con- 
trolled territory in the region 
of Kharkiv further west, with 
Kiev insisting only the aid and 
not the lorries would be al- 
lowed to cross the border. 

On Wednesday however, 
President Petro Poroshenko’s 
office suggested the aid could 
travel more directly to the 
stricken east and be allowed 
into Ukraine under certain 
conditions. (AFP)

Obama and Clinton meet 
after negative comments

President Barack Obama 
and Hillary Clinton broke 
bread yesterday, trying to 
defuse a bitter row over 
foreign policy as the former 
US secretary of state eyes 
a possible 2016 bid for the 
White House. 

But aides did not imme- 
diately confirm whether the 
pair had indeed taken part in a 
highly anticipated conciliatory 
hug before 150 guests at a din- 
ner on Martha’s Vineyard that 
was closed to the press. 

“A good time was had by 
all,” said White House deputy 
spokesman Eric Schultz. 

“The president and first 
lady also were happy to have 
the chance to spend time with 



secretary Clinton and former 
president (Bill) Clinton,” 
Schultz said. 

After a ferociously bitter 
battle with Obama for the 
2008 Democratic presiden- 
tial ticket, Clinton was a loyal 
lieutenant in the president’s 
first administration before she 
stepped down in 2013. 

But the increasing probabil- 
ity of a Clinton presidential 
bid will place the 6 6 -year- 
old’s relationship with Obama 
under scrutiny. 

So far Clinton has remained 
silent on her intentions, yet 
all of her actions — a series 
of lectures, a tour to promote 
her latest memoir, media ap- 
pearances — appear calibrated 
towards a 2016 campaign.

Philippine President Be- 
nigno Aquino has said he may 
try to change the constitution 
and serve a second term in 
office, a stunning announce- 
ment in a nation haunted by 
dictatorship. 

The Philippines’ constitu-

Mr Aquino insisted for many 
years he was against consti- 
tutional change and that he 
would step aside when his 
term ended in 2016, but in a 
television interview aired on 
Wednesday night he indicated 
he was reconsidering. 

“When I first got into this, 
I noted I had only one term 
of six years. Now, after hav- 
ing said that, of course I have 
to listen to the voice of my 



bosses,” he said on the ABC- 
5 network. 

Mr Aquino, 54, frequently 
calls Filipinos his “bosses”. 

The president said he was 
considering the highly con- 
troversial move because he 
wanted to ensure his political 
reforms would continue.

The pontiff, who was flying to 
South Korea on his first papal visit 
to Asia, took advantage of protocol 
that sees him send messages to 
the leaders of any countries he 
flies over. 

“Upon entering Chinese airspace, 
I extend best wishes to your excel- 
lency and your fellow citizens, and I 
invoke the divine blessings of peace 
and wellbeing on the nation,” he said 
in the radio message to Chinese 
President Xi Jinping. 

When Pope John Paul II visited 
South Korea in 1989, Beijing refused 



to let his plane fly over China. 

“We take note of Pope Francis’s 
position,” Chinese foreign ministry 
spokeswoman Hua Chunying said 
in a faxed response to AFP seeking 
comment on the message. 

“China all along has retained 
sincerity toward improving 
China-Vatican relations,” she said. 
“Furthermore, we continuously make 
active efforts in this respect. 

“We are willing to continue making 
efforts with the Vatican to advance 
constructive dialogue and promote 
the process of improving bilateral 
relations.” Chinese Catholics number 
5.7 million according to official data 
and 12 million according to inde- 
pendent sources.

Pilot’s artificial 
arm comes off 
during landing 

LONDON, Thursday 

A pilot for a British budget airline briefly 
lost control of a flight after his artificial 
arm came loose during landing, an air ac- 
cident report said today. 

The Flybe plane carrying 47 passengers 
was coming in to land at Belfast City 
Airport from Birmingham on February 
12 when the pilot’s prosthetic forearm 
became detached from a special clamp 
fitted to the plane’s yoke. 

This caused the plane to land with a 
“bounce”, but no one was injured. 

Flybe said it was proud to be an equal 
opportunity employer. 

“The senior captain referred to in this 
report is one of Flybe’s most experienced 
and trusted pilots,” said Captain Ian Bas- 
ton, the firm’s director of flight operations 
and safety. “The airline confirms that at 
no time was the safety of its passengers 
or crew compromised in any way, nor was 
the aircraft damaged.” 

The report from the Air Accidents 
Investigation Branch said the 46 -year- 
old pilot had checked that his prosthetic 
arm was securely attached to the clamp 
shortly before landing. He had discon- 
nected the autopilot and was landing the 
plane manually when the arm came loose, 
forcing him to try to regain control with 
his right arm. 

“He did this, but with power still applied 
and possibly a gust affecting the aircraft, 
a normal touchdown was followed by a 
bounce, from which the aircraft landed 
heavily,” the report said. (AFP)

Clarification on the Media Statement made 
by the WHO Kenya Representative during the 
Ebola Media Briefing held at Laico Regency 
Hotel on 13 th August 2014 



On 13 th August 2014, the Ministry of Health and the World 
Health Organization organized for a media briefing at the 
Laico Regency Hotel. The purpose of this media briefing was 
to update the media on the current preparedness measures 
that are being taken by the government in order to prevent 
entry of Ebola into the country. The media briefing was 
attended by the Ministry of Health, World Health Organization, 
Kenya Airports Authority, Kenya Airways, KEMRI and many 
other partner organizations. 

During the meeting, I informed the media that on 8 th August 
2014 the Director General of the World Health Organization 
had declared the Ebola outbreak in West Africa a Public 
Health Emergency of International Concern (PHEIC). This was 
because of the possible consequences of further spread which 
are serious in view of the virulence of the virus, the intensive 
community and health facility transmission patterns, and the 
weak health systems in the currently affected and most at- 
risk countries. I further added that the declaration provides 
specific actions to be followed by countries as follows: 

• Category I - those affected with Ebola (4 countries) 

• Category II - Those at risk of transmission 

• Category III - all other unaffected states 

Kenya is not currently affected by the outbreak of Ebola 
since it has not confirmed any case. In this regard it is clarified 
that due to air connectivity and geographical proximity 
to countries currently having the Ebola outbreak, most if 
not all African countries could be classified in category II. 
Therefore Kenya is not unique in terms of exposure and risk 
to transmission compared with other African countries. 

The World Health Organization Kenya country office would 
therefore like to make this clarification that the country's 
Ebola risk profile has not changed as reported by the media. 

We note and commend the country for its efforts in 
putting up measures to prevent possible importation, and 
implement early detection and containment measures if a 
case is detected. 

On behalf of the World Health Organization I reiterate our 
continued support to the Government of Kenya and its 
partners in mitigating the consequences of the Ebola threat.

House budget committee mulls 
introduction of capital gains tax 



Levy on profit made from

C apital Gains Tax might be re-intro- 
duced following a recommendation 
by a parliamentary committee. 

The tax on profit made from the sale of 
shares and property would be making a 
comeback after it was scrapped in 1985. At 
the time, the rate was 30 per cent. 

Members of the budget committee, led by 
the Rev Mutava Musyimi, said it was time 
the government reintroduced the tax to help 
it raise over Sh8 billion in new taxes. 

This is expected to prevent “speculative 
cabals” involved in speculative land-buying 
to the extent that current real estate prices do 
not reflect the true value of the property. 

Investors at the Nairobi Stock Exchange 
would also be taxed for the profits they make 
when they sell shares. 

Making billions 

“People are buying land very cheaply and 
in five years they make billions. We need to 
make sure that this money from land chang- 
ing hands from one person to another is 
taxed so that we avoid this speculation,” Kitui 
Central MP Benson Makali Mulu noted dur- 
ing the debate in Parliament yesterday. 

But Mr Dennis Kariuki Waweru (Dagoretti 
South, TNA) said taxing profits from the 
stock exchange would scare away foreign 
investors. 

“International capital is very sensitive to 
such a thing,” said Mr Waweru. 

He said about 50 per cent of traders at 
the securities exchange were foreigners who

could very easily leave Kenya. 

“I don’t have an issue with land because 
the people who have colonised land in Isinya, 
Machakos and all the way to the beach plots 
need to pay that tax,” said Mr Waweru. 

Make part of Bill 

Although it is not on the Finance Bill, 
the Budget team could, in the collabora- 
tion with the Finance, Trade and Planning 
Committee, have Capital Gains Tax made 
part of the Bill. 



Also proposed by the Parliamentary 
Budget Office is the reinstatement of the 
excise tax remission on Senator Keg beer. 

The price of the cheap beer manufactured 
by East African Breweries has doubled and 
consumption reduced from 20 million litres 
a month to about three million litres after 
the tax remission was removed. 

Already, the brewer has held meetings with 
the Finance Committee, which is expected 
to agree with the Budget team before an 
amendment to the Finance Bill is made. 



StanChart posts 33pc profit jump despite rise in bad debts

Standard Chartered Bank recorded 
33 per cent increase in after-tax profit 
during the first half of 2014 despite a 
significant growth in bad debts. 

Riding on growth in non-interest 
income arising from sale of property, 
the bank’s profit after tax rose to Sh6 
billion between January and June 2014, 
compared with SI14.5 billion in the same 
period last year. 

Non-performing loans (NPLs) in- 
creased by a massive 284 percentage 
points to SI114.6 billion, compared with 
SI13.8 billion in the period under review, 



with the management citing problems 
it had recovering loans from some cor- 
porate and institutional clients. 

Precautionary monitoring 

“While we do not see a broad-based 
deterioration in asset quality, we have 
increased the number of clients subject 
to additional, precautionary monitoring 
reflecting our proactive approach to 
managing risk in an uncertain environ- 
ment,” StanChart chief executive officer 
Lamin Manjang noted. 

Total non-interest income rose by 30 
per cent in the period to Sh5 billion, 
from SI13.8 billion. 



Interest income remained almost flat 
at Shi 0.9 billion from Shi 0.4 billion in 
the same period last year. 

Income from foreign exchange deal- 
ings remained flat at Shi. 2 billion on 
account of low rates and low volatility 
environment resulting in margin com- 
pression, and offsetting the effects of 
volumes growth. 

Fees and commissions increased to 
Sh2 billion, up from Sh 1.9 billion in the 
comparative period. 

Loans and advances increased by 11 
per cent to SI1131.7 billion from SI1118.4 
billion but customer deposits remained 
flat at Shl47 billion.

Milk prices likely to 
increase as yields fall 

Consumers should brace for 
higher milk prices in the coming 
weeks due to reduced production 
blamed on lower rainfall levels 
during the long season. The regu- 
lator, Kenya Dairy Board, says the 
prices are set to increase by five 
to 10 per cent, which will not be 
good news to consumers already 
reeling under higher inflation 
rates that hit 7.39 per cent in June. 
The board’s MD, Mr Machira 
Gichohi, told the press in Nairobi 
yesterday that the sector had 
experienced a drop in milk yields 
and the trend was expected to 
continue until the next rains.

A pian to create an online data- 
base of all Kenyans will begin 
in October starting with civil 
servants.

Kenya, will be implemented by the 
Kenya Citizens & Foreign Nationals 
Management Service under the Min- 
istry of Interior and Coordination of 
National Government.

We expect to have covered 
about 70 per cent of the country by 
June 2015,” Ms Mwende Gatabaki, the 
acting director-general of the service, 
said yesterday.

The data collected would be linked 
to other existing databases such as 



the lands registry to create “one single 
source of truth” for all Kenyans. 

Once complete, information about 
any Kenyan — including name, age, 
relatives, property owned and 
residence — will be available to 
government agencies at the click 
of a button. 

It will also help identify foreign- 
ers who may have corruptly acquired 
identification documents. 

Kenya has been the victim of terror 
attacks in the past few years, believed 
to be carried out by terror groups 
from Somalia. 

“We will get to a point where you 
will not get basic public services 
without presenting your digital ID,” 
Ms Gatabaki said. 

She said the information will also 
be used by banks, insurance firms, 
utility firms and other members of the 
Association of Kenya Credit Provid- 
ers on a commercial basis. 

Citizens will be issued with a 
digital ID, e-passport and e-driving 
licence.

D TB Group has an- 
nounced plans to 
enter five new markets 
in East, Central and Southern 
Africa. 

The mid-tier lender said 
Rwanda, Democratic Republic 
of Congo, Mozambique, Mada- 
gascar and South Sudan have 
been identified as potential 
growth markets. This is after 
the bank posted a 10 per cent 
increase in after-tax profit in 
the half year to June. 

“In the next 15 months, we 
should be in either Democratic 
Republic of Congo or Mada- 
gascar, as a first step, while the 
rest will follow,” DTB managing 
director Nasim Devji said at an 
investor briefing. 

DTB has 104 branches in 
Kenya, Uganda, Tanzania and 
Burundi. It had 91 branches in 
the first six months of 2013. 

The lender recorded an 
after-tax profit of SI12.94 bil- 
lion, up from Sh2.67 billion 
over a similar period in 2013, 
riding on a double digit growth 
in its loan book and customer 
deposits. 

The loan book grew by 27 
per cent to Shi 20 billion while 
customer deposits closed the 
period at SI1136 billion, from 
Shll3 billion the previous 
period. 

The six-month perform- 



ance was due to an increase 
in customers across the region, 
and an increase in lending, Ms 
Devji said. 

Net interest income for the 
bank also grew by 19 per cent to 
Sh6.l billion, from Sh5.l billion, 
in response to the expansion 
in the loan book. 

Overall, the balance sheet 
grew by 26 per cent to Shi 80 
billion from SI1142.7 billion 
in 2013. 

The bank has just finalised a 
rights issue that was oversub- 
scribed by 340 per cent and 
whose proceeds are expected to 
fund East African growth. 

It had sought to raise SI13.6 
billion additional capital from 
its shareholders but the offer 
attracted bids worth Shl6 
billion.

The Nairobi Securities Ex- 
change (NSE) has commenced 
a training programme for senior 
managers of listed firms. The 
training will be on corporate 
governance standards affect- 
ing appointments to boards 
and senior level posts. 

The training, which targets 
board chairpersons, chief 
executive officers, company 
secretaries and senior direc- 
tors of listed firms, will start 
in October and will continue 
until 2015. 

“Companies listed on the 
NSE will benefit from this 
structured engagement with 
a view to resolving pertinent 



issues on gender, age, profes- 
sion and culture,” NSE’s chief 
executive officer Peter Mwangi 
said. 

Of a total 467 directors in 
57-listed firms, only 43 are 
women. And only four of the 
43 women chair the boards of 
those firms. 

In May this year, the Capital 
Markets Authority released a 
draft Code of Corporate Gov- 
ernance that, among other 
things, seeks to raise the rep- 
resentation of women directors 
in boards to at least a third, as 
per the Constitution. 

The Code also directs that 
the appointment of board 
members should not be per- 
ceived to represent a single or 
narrow community interest.

A parliamentary commit- 
tee meeting to investigate the 
award of a contract for the 
Mombasa-Nairobi oil pipeline 
yesterday turned away officials 
from China Wu Yi construc- 
tion firm, saying they were 
too junior.

They argued that they received

Wednesday and that senior of- 
ficials were away in China on 
annual leave. 

While PIC advised KPC to 
halt work on the project until 
the matter is resolved, the 
project officially started on 
August 8 with a team of fin- 
anciers already picked for the 
project to be funded through a 
syndicated loan.
